THE JULIAN CALENDAR. 


At One Time October Wu the Year'* 
Shortest .Month—It Contained Only 
Twenty-One Day* In ISlS-Conno- 
then the Change Made In Kawlmad.

Did you ever hear of the famous 
short month of October, which had 
only twenty-one days? Some three cen¬ 
turies ago In southern llprope men 
triad to correct an error that had been 
growing continually for more than a 
thousand years, and tbe result was 
that they called the day after Oct 4, 
1382, Oct 13 Instead of Oct 5. 

We get our ideas and principles re¬ 
garding tbe calendar from two sources, 
Homan and Jewish. Every one knows 
that the names of tbe months are 
Latin, and In the histories we read how 
the various Boman rulers changed the 
distribution of days within the month, 
etc* to suit their prfeie or political 
schemes, much as modern politicians 
hasten or postpone a convention, and 
brought things Into great confusion 
until Julius Caesar decreed that the 
coming year should consist of 385 days 
and every ftmrth year of 366. Tbe ex¬ 
tra day was to be Inserted between the 
34th and 23th of February. In their 
way of numbering the days of the 
mouth, which seems to us so awkward, 
tha 24th was sexto c&lendas, or the 
sixth day before the calends of 
Mafch. When the extra day was In¬ 
serted It was called the second sixth, 
or. In Latin, bis sexto calendaa, whence 
nup bissextile.

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THE FLAGEOLET 


It Ho* Always Bee* the Love Flute 
of the Apache Indian. 

Tbe flageolet La of peculiar interest 
to Americans, as from time immemo¬ 
rial It has been the medium through 
which the Indian youth courted their 
sweethearts at a distance when they 
were so unfortunate as to be unable 
to gain a personal audience. 

Tbe love or courting flute of the Apa¬ 
che Is made of a round stick of cedar 
about twenty-four inches, long, split 
lengthwise and hollowed to form an air 
chamber. A bole is made on each, side 
of this diaphragm and a shallow air 
passage cut from one hole to the other. 

Above it a cap of wood is plaiced for 
the purpose of covering the upper hole 
and the air channel. The lip Is made 
of a thin sheet of lead and the whole 
bound together with a slender thong. 
In the tube part or body of the Instru¬ 
ment are placed six finger holes, a 
condition that points unmistakably to 
the Influence of contact with the white 
man. ---L-- -— 

mr nageolet, as ordinarily ! under¬ 
stood, may be described as a iwhlstle 
headed flute. In the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury English ladies often played on it 
Sometimes two or three flageolet tubes 
were constructed with oue heacj for the 
purpose of introducing notes.tin har¬ 
mony. These were called dcjnble or 
triple flageolets, and a patent was tak¬ 
en out for this Instrument [by one 
Bainbridge. 

An old Eugl.sh diary of 1667 Contains 
this quaint reference to tbej double 
flageolet; “To Dumbleby’s, the pipe- 
maker, there to advise about tpe mak¬ 
ing of a flageolet to go low ahd soft, 
and he do show me a way whi<m to do. 
and also a fashion of having tiro pipes 
of the same note fastened togither, so 
os I can play on one ami then echo it

This was the condition of things 
when, in 1372. Tope Gregory XIII. was 
elected. He realized tbe glory that it 
would be to his reign if this confusing 
matter was seitied, and so set a »•»♦: 
pany of mathematicians to wurk 
tlie problem, not only of rbclifylng de- 
ala errors, bu: of providing roles to 
firaveut errors in the future. The hard. 
Ast part of the work was to fix lie 
movable cborch feast* without doing 
violence to the traditions. That a good 
deal could be said about the work is 
evidenced by the book of S00 pages 
written by Clavius. oue of the compa¬ 
ny. The result was that In 1381 n pa¬ 
pal bull was issued declaring, among 
other things, that in 1582 the day fol¬ 
lowing Oct 4 should be colled OcL 15 
and that centuries should not be leap 
years unless divisible by 400. 

Rulers and states that were then 
Catholic responded to the pope's re¬ 
quest for acceptance of the reform. In 
France the ten days were dropped aft¬ 
er Dec. 0, 1382; In Catholic Germany 
tha change was mode in 1384, but the 
Peptestant states delayed until Feb. 
19 (March 1L 1600. In Switzerland and 
Poland there waa such resistance made 
that the troops were necessary to sup-
